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The town of Agawam is search- 
ing for a new senior center direc- 
tor, though details are scarce on 
why the outgoing director left. 

Mayor Richard Cohen said 
last week Agawam Senior Center 
Director Joan Linnehan had ten- 
dered her resignation as of late 
afternoon on Tuesday, May 16. 





He stated she submitted a let- 
ter of resignation and offered no 
further comment on her depar- 
ture, due to the fact it involves 
personnel matters. 

Linnehan, however, is saying 
she was asked to resign instead of 
being fired by Cohen. 

“Rather than ruin my reputa- 
tion; she said, “I submitted my 
resignation’ 

In response Linnehan’s asser- 


tions on Tuesday, Cohen repeated 
that he does not respond or com- 
ment on personnel issues. He only 
confirmed that she resigned her 
position on May 16. 

Linnehan was the director for 
11 years, and worked at the Senior 
Center for almost 20 years. She su- 
pervised the opening of the new 
facility in 2008 and the subsequent 
expansion of offerings, includ- 
ing regular meals and activities. 
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‘Small violations’ led to Linnehan leaving 


She said that at a meeting with 
members of Cohen's administra- 
tion on May 16, she was cited for 
a number of violations of town 
rules and policies. She said she 
was told that some of the fund- 
raising done by the Senior Center 
had been deemed improper and 
money was not turned over to the 
town to be processed that should 
have been. 

Linnehan was also cited for

Trash cart delivery begins next week 


Beginning Monday, June 5, trash and recycling 
carts will be delivered to all eligible single- to 
four-family units in Agawam. Single-family homes 
will receive one set of carts each; two-, three- and 
four-family properties will receive one set of carts 
for each living unit. 

Cart delivery will begin on June 5 with the 
Monday route. As Monday is completed, delivery 
will continue with the Tuesday route, and so on. 

Delivered with the cart will be a literature bag 
including the “Guide to Automated Trash and Re- 
cycling Collection.’ The guide may also be down- 
loaded from www.agawam.ma.us. This guide will 
include important information such as under- 
standing single stream recycling, overflow bags, 
placement of carts, bulk item collection, yard 
waste collection, disposal of old barrels, frequent- 
ly asked questions, and a new route schedule. 

All collection routes have been redesigned 
for better efficiency. Collections will now take 
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place Monday through Friday, 
trash weekly and recycling ev- 
ery other week on the scheduled 
trash collection day. All residents 
should review the new schedule to 
confirm their new trash collection 
day and recycling collection weeks. 
Many trash collection dates have 
changed, as the town switches from a 
four-day collection schedule to a five- 
day schedule. 

Residents are required to use the new 
carts beginning July 3. The new carts 
should not be used prior to the first sched- 
uled collection in July.

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Meissner indicates another mayoral run

After an unsuccessful bid for a nomi- 
nation four years ago, Walter Meissner III 
took out papers last week to run for mayor 
again this year. 

He is the third challenger eyeing the 
towns top elected position, with Vakny 
Chonmany and James Cichetti already 
having drawn papers and held campaign 
kickoff events. To be placed on the ballot, 
candidates must submit nomination peti- 
tions with the signatures of at least 100 reg- 
istered voters in town. 

That requirement tripped up Meissner 
last time around. In 2013, he submitted 
papers with 104 signatures, but Richard 
Theroux, then the town clerk, suspected 
that several of them were forgeries, and 
collected affidavits from eight of the people 
named on the petition saying they had not 
signed it. Meissner was removed from the 
ballot, and Mayor Richard Cohen went on 
to win re-election with no opposition. 

Cohen was likewise unopposed in 2015 
after some of the nominators of his would- 
be challenger, William Clark, were found 
not to be registered voters in town, drop- 
ping him below the 100-signature thresh- 
old. Clark was unsuccessful in a write-in 
campaign that November. 

With three declared candidates already 
— and nominations not due until Aug. 24 
— it looks likely that Agawam will see its 
first contested mayoral ballot since 2011, 
when Cohen defeated Rosemary Sandlin. 
Cohen, who has served as mayor continu- 
ously since 2010 and for 15 of the past 17 
years, said he will announce his plans later 
this month, after he finishes work on the 


town budget. 

If more than two candidates are nom- 
inated, the town will hold a preliminary 
election in October. The two top vote-get- 
ters in that election will go head to head on 
the November ballot. 

Also on the November ballot will be can- 
didates for all 11 seats on the City Council 
and all six seats on the School Committee, 
all for two-year terms. 

One new candidate for council, Peter 
McNair, took out papers in the past week. 
Others already collecting signatures in- 
clude incumbents George Bitzas, Cecelia 
Calabrese, Paul Cavallo, Joseph Mineo, 
Robert Rossi, Anthony Suffriti and Rich- 
ard ‘Theroux, and challengers Billy Chester, 
William Clark, Ernest Lombardi and Rob- 
ert Magovern. Current councilors who had 
not yet taken out nomination papers, as of 
midday Tuesday, were Christopher John- 
son, Gina Letellier and Donald Rheault. 
Cichetti is also a current councilor. 

No new candidates for School Com- 
mittee stepped forward last week. Those 
already seeking a nomination are incum- 
bents Anthony Bonavita, Shelley Borgat- 
ti-Reed, Brian Burbank, Carmino Mineo 
and Wendy Rua, and challengers Kerri 
O'Connor and Tracy Wilkie. The sixth cur- 
rent member of the board is Diane Juzba. 

Nomination papers are available at the 
town clerk's office on the first floor of Town 
Hall, 36 Main St., Agawam. The clerk's of- 
fice is open weekdays, 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
Papers must be returned with at least 100 
signatures of Agawam registered voters by 
Aug. 24 in order to qualify for the ballot.

' N p it may not capture the headlines or the 
public's attention as often as it should, Alz- 
heimer’s disease and dementia are a real 

challenge to the public health and economy of our 

town, state and nation. As the population ages and 
the prevalence of these degenerative cognitive condi- 

tions increases, it will demand more resources and a 

refocus of health care professionals and social work- 

ers already on the job. 

According to the Alzheimer’s Association, about 
5.5 million have Alzheimer’s, which is associated with 
the loss of memory and the ability to interact socially, 
and the decline of physical capabilities. Millions more 
have other forms of dementias. The Alzheimer’s As- 
sociation predicts that the number of people in Mas- 
sachusetts with Alzheimer’s will rise from 120,000 in 
2017 to 150,000 in 2025. 

What this necessitates is a proactive public policy 
on these debilitating conditions and the acceleration 
of efforts to find effective research and treatment. 
Agawam is doing its part, with Mayor Richard Cohen 
declaring the town a “dementia-friendly community” 
last year and connecting Town Hall department heads 
with healthcare and senior care professionals. Local 
nursing homes are becoming more active in the wider 
community, raising awareness of dementia and relat- 
ed conditions. 

Earlier this month, the Alzheimer’s Association 
advocated at the Statehouse for the passage of three 
important pieces of legislation, as well as increased 
budget funding for public awareness. As the numbers 
with Alzheimer’s continue to grow — the first Baby 
Boomers turned 70 in 2016 — it will take more than 
just doctors and nurses to address the problem. 

“An Act Improving Treatment for Alzheimer’s and 
Dementia’ would require that the renewal of a physi- 
cians certificate of registration include education and 
treatment of Alzheimer’s and dementia. As state Rep. 
Brian Ashe, D-Longmeadow, aptly stated, “We need to

meeting. I wanted to work with the town 
and would have instituted new policies to 
fix these issues. 

“I worked for the town for a very long 
time. I love the town and the seniors and I 
was dedicated to the Senior Center. 

Linnehan admitted she been a bit over- 
whelmed recently, saying she was deliver- 
ing Meals on Wheels on top of her usual 
responsibilities because the Senior Center 
is short-staffed. 

The former director said she resigned 
because she did not want to lose her re- 
tirement benefits or pension, which would 
have happened if Cohen had fired her. She

“Agawam has been my home for 10 
years. I just couldn't see myself any place 
else, said Lemanski, who turned down the 
Granby offer for that reason. He also knew 
the superintendent's position in Agawam 
would come up at some point. 

His thinking also began shifting from a 
principal to a more global, district perspec- 
tive. When he was named superintendent 
last month, he said people no longer saw 
him as a principal. 


Getting aK-8 education 

Some people had expressed doubt Le- 
manski could do the job of superintendent 
because his entire education career has 
been at the high school level. But he feels 
very comfortable taking on his new role. 

“Tm a leader, so I dont feel like I'll be 
overwhelmed just because I don't have K-8 
experience, he said. “The site visits during 
the selection process also gave me more 
confidence that I can do this job.’ 

Lemanski still wants to learn more 
about the K-8 schools, so one of his prior- 
ities is meeting with principals and staff at 
those schools before school ends. 

“Its important for me to know what 
makes those schools tick and what they 
need for support from me, he said. 

He also intends to meet with other 
stakeholder and constituency groups in 
town to identify critical issues and devise 
strategies for the district. Lemanski said 
one of those groups is the central office 
staff — key people in helping him succeed 
as superintendent. 

“Their support and input are very im- 
portant to me, he said. “I can't do this job 
alone. 

Lemanski said Assistant Superinten- 
dent Allison LeClair, Business Manager 
Robert Clickstein and Administrative As- 
sistant Alexis Ferioli are critical members 
of the superintendent's leadership team, 
and he will depend on them: “I need to hear 
their thoughts and concerns and develop a 
regular dialogue with them.’ 

LeClair was the other finalist in the su- 
perintendent search, and Lemanski said he 
realizes she is disappointed at not getting 
the job. But Lemanski said he and LeClair 
continue to have a good relationship. 

“Allison is a very important person to 
the superintendent — it’s a partnership — 
and I'm counting on her assistance. I want 
to utilize Allison’s skills and expertise, he 
said. 

Last week, Lemanski and the School 
Committee signed his three-year employ- 
ment contract. His salary for his first year 
will be $155,000, about $12,000 less than 
Sapellis, but it's negotiable for the second 
and third years. He also can accept fees 
for speaking, writing, lecturing, or “other 
engagements of a professional nature,’ as 
long as there's no conflict with his work as 
superintendent. 


Board meetings 
Lemanski is no stranger to the School 


Committee, as he has made frequent pre- 
sentations to them as principal, but the re- 
lationship now will change. “Working with 
them regularly as superintendent will be a 
different experience for me and for them, 
he said. 

He wants to become more knowledge- 
able about the committee's issues, priori- 
ties, processes and procedures, to establish 
an effective working relationship. It will 
also benefit him when preparing his first 
school budget next year. 

Lemanski said he already has a theme 
for the next school year — “Moving For- 
ward Together. He has also identified three 
areas he wants the district to focus: vertical 
alignment of curriculum standards, to en- 
sure a smooth transition in each academic 
subject from one grade level to the next; 
more emphasis on college and career pre- 
paredness at all schools, not just the high 
school; and celebrating and understanding 
diversity at all schools. 

As he prepares to leave the high school, 
Lemanski said he doesnt feel a sense of loss 
that he struggled with when contemplat- 
ing taking the position in Granby. 

“The high school has been like a family 
to me — so I will miss that,’ he said. “It’s 
sort of like moving away from a family; they 
will still be a part of me that I will visit often 
after I become superintendent.’ In many 
respects, he added, he’s getting the best 
of both worlds — he gets to visit the high 
school while gaining other schools. 

“IT know I'm going to meet so many other 
great kids and staff in Agawam schools — 
especially teachers and principals who are 
so dedicated to what they do every day, he 
said. “That will make it easier for me mov- 
ing ahead as superintendent.’ 


Roll call 


Steve Lemanski will be Agawam's 
14th school superintendent. The po- 
sition was created in 1922, the year 
that Agawam High School opened. 
In fact, according to the 1922 Town 
Report, the first superintendent was 
chosen by simply giving extra respon- 
sibility to Benjamin Phelps, who had 
already been chosen as the new high 
school principal, because the School 
Committee had “learned by a careful 
summary of the facts at hand that we 
could not expect to hire a first-class 
man of ability and experience [at a sal- 
ary] less than $3,500 per year. Before 
Phelps was hired, Agawam shared a 
superintendent with Ludlow.

“Wouldnt it be amazing if this room were filled, if 
it were overflowing, said state Rep. Nicholas Boldyga. 
“There's truly nothing anyone can say to make the pain go 
away. Being here on Memorial Day is what each of us can 
do. ... Its so important that we show up, that we bring our 
children. Tell your family members and your friends, your 
coworkers, why you came here today. 

State Sen. Donald Humason, in his remarks, said that 
though Memorial Day isnt a time for celebration, there 
shouldnt be a problem with shopping, barbecues or any of 
the other festivities associated with the holiday. Veterans 
say that they “are serving so that you can have your picnics 
and your sales, Humason said. “So that you can do all the 
things the freedom we bought allows you to do. All they ask 
is that while we do things, remember them.’ 

Agawam Mayor Richard Cohen noted that this year, Me- 
morial Day coincides with the start of a program to honor 
the towns fallen heroes with street signs in the neighbor- 
hoods where they lived before going off to war. 

“Too often we fail to remember those who gave their 
life, or those whose life today bears the scars as a lasting 
memory of that sacrifice and commitment, Cohen said. 
“But there are many who remember vividly, as the lives af-

fected were sons, daughters, friends, coworkers and neigh- 
bors—and that their unselfish sacrifice was made with the 
assurance that life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
required the ultimate service to their nation. ... We owe 
each of them the highest regard, reverence and respect— 
and the assurance that their commitment, along with their 
dedication and devotion to this nation’s freedom, shall 
never be forgotten’ 

Girard choked back tears in telling about two funerals 
he had attended — for Thomas Mulligan, a former Marine 
who died recently after a career in law enforcement; and 
for Robert Provost, an Agawam High School graduate who 
was captured and starved to death while serving in the 
Army. Provost's remains were never found. He was 19. 

Thinking about personal connections to those who died 
at war drives home the solemn nature of Memorial Day, 
and the debt owed by all to the military, Girard said. 

“I was proud to call Tom my uncle,’ Girard said. “Aga- 
wam should be proud to call Robert its son’ 

Although the day was damp throughout, the heavy rain 
held off until after 11 a.m. Agawam was not the only town 
to cancel its parade, but several nearby towns — including 
Westfield and West Springfield — carried on as planned, 
despite the forecast.

Granger student a winner at MIT event 


Evan Connery, a fourth grade student 
at Granger Elementary School in Feeding 
Hills, was among winners of the Curiosity 
Challenge held recently at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. 

Students at Granger Elementary School 
did a special project where they were in- 
structed to be curious, just like real scien- 
tists. Scientists investigate why and how 
things work, and it all begins with a ques- 
tion. Third and fourth grade RTI students 
in Tammy Rumplik’s class had to come up 
with three “wonderings’ about the world 
around them. They also had to design a 
project to go along with their question. 
They could write an essay, a poem, or do an 
artwork piece that showed their curiosity. 

Connerys artwork accompanied the 
question, “How does our hair grow?” His 
family and teachers from Agawam public 
schools went to a ceremony held at MIT, 
where there was a gallery presentation of 
winning student work. The award winners 
also enjoyed a breakfast reception, award 
ceremony, and science stations for the stu- 
dents and families to enjoy. 

The Curiosity Challenge takes place in 
Cambridge every April to bring science 
and engineering activities to the forefront 
of peoples thinking. The Curiosity Chal- 
lenge this year included over 3,400 student 
entries of work, an increase from the 2,600 
pieces in 2016. Connery was among 100 
students selected as winners who their 
work published in a book that was present- 
ed to them at MIT.

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ing up and playing hockey at Springfield's 
Cathedral High School. He told students 
that when he started playing for his storied 
NHL franchise, he thought he “had life all 
figured out.’

During his debut game, Vatrano scored 
his first regular-season NHL goal for the 
Bruins against their longtime rivals, the 
Montreal Canadiens. Later, he scored two 
goals against the Detroit Red Wings, in- 
cluding an overtime game-winner. 

The rookie player scored his first NHL 
hat trick with the Bruins against the Pitts- 
burgh Penguins, with the first, fifth, and 
sixth Bruins goals for a 6-2 road victory. He 
was named outstanding rookie of the year 
for his first season in 2015-16. 

But his quick ascension came to a sud- 
den stop last summer when Vatrano was 
sidelined for several months after suffering 
an unexpected injury to his left foot due 
to torn ligaments. His recovery prevented 
him for playing until late December. 

During his recovery, he worked as hard 
as he could to get back to playing, Vatrano 
recalled. He said persistence has been the 
key to his success on the ice. 

‘Tve also learned that one game doesnt 
make a career, he added. “So put your time 
and efforts into hitting the books in school 
now. 

Cocchis message to students was to

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Agawam draws third seed for tournament

HOLYOKE - With strength of schedule 
continuing to dictate the fate of certain 
teams that play against schools with Di- 
vision 2 and 3 populations, teams like the 
Holyoke High School boys volleyball team 
will continue starting the tournament on 
the road despite having a better overall re- 
cord than about a quarter of the field. 

Seeds for this year's boys volleyball tour- 
nament were released on Tuesday morning 
in a meeting held at Agawam High School, 
the chair school for the sport.

The top three teams in the tournament 
were no surprise, as Westfield, Chicopee 
Comprehensive, and Agawam High School 
received the top three seeds. Agawam had 
an opportunity to finish higher, but the 
Brownies had some struggles near the end 
of the regular season, dropping key match- 
ups against Minnechaug, Westfield, and 
Ludlow in the second half of the season. 

Agawam did rebound with a win over 
Chicopee Comprehensive to finish the 
regular season, but it was not enough to 
overtake the Colts in the Walker system 
of rating teams with overall record, wins 
against tournament-qualifying teams, and 
strength of schedule. 

Comp had a tough start to the season 
with a little bit of a younger squad, but the 
Colts would rebound and finished 14-4. 

Westfield, the reigning Western Massa- 
chusetts Champions, finished 14-3. Cen- 
tral, which came out of nowhere to be the 
runner up in last years tournament, fell 
back to earth, but finished with an 11-9 re- 
cord to qualify for tournament. 

Ludlow High School, which finished at 
11-7, showed signs of strength at times, and 


picked up some upset wins over the course 
of the year, is the No. 6 seed. Ludlow hosted 
No. 11 Athol on May 25. 

If the Lions are victorious, they are cur- 
rently scheduled to travel to No. 3 Agawam 
on Tuesday, May 30 at 6:30 p.m. 

The only quarterfinal game subject to 
change is for No. 2 Chicopee Comprehen- 
sive. If No. 7 Sabis wins its preliminary 
round game, the quarterfinal could be 
played on Monday, May 29 or Wednesday, 
May 31 due to a scheduling conflict for Sa- 
bis. 

The semifinals for the tournament are 
set for Thursday, June 1, with the finals set 
for Monday, June 5 at 6:30 p.m. at Holyoke 
Community College. 

At the seedings meetings, coaches dis- 
cussed strength of schedule issues, and 
tournament officials said discussions have 
been had about having more than one di- 
vision as the sport continues to expand, 
though no changes are imminent. Boys 
volleyball has a little less than 100 teams in 
the state, while girls volleyball has almost 
three times that.
